Manager George Killian. “It’s 
really a living document. Y ou 


don’t know what's going to 
happen in 12 years.” 

In aseries of focus 
groups, the development 


firm Urban Design Associates 


presented its plans for 
UNO to school officials and 


_ students. 


Plans include uniting the 
north campus, south campus 


and the Chili Greens golf 
course land. This land was 
recently purchased by the 
university and is included 


in plans for the campus, 
according to Student 
Government Presideht/ 
Regent Steve Massara. 
The university would then 
extend from Dodge Street to 
just south of Center Street. 
The first visible steps 
would be creating new 
housing and a parking

Designed by UNO 
student Patrick Pecoraro, the 
winning design was chosen 
as part of a contest. Pecoraro’s 


grapheme included rainbow 
triangles and Durango, the 
Maverick mascot. 

The signs will be available 
at diffe rent locations around 
campus. After registering a 
sticker, those displaying them 
will be given brief training 
to make them aware of the 
channels to take when an 
LGBTQ student, straight 
ally, faculty member or staff 
member comes for support. 

Ulmar said the initiative 
was designed to give all 
members of the UNO 
community a sense of security.

his year, thousands of 

dollars in campaign 

finance violations 
started a raging war in the 
state, the university system 
and among the students 
themselves. 

That war centers around 
University of Nebraska 
Regent David Hergert, whose 
admitted campaign finance 
violations have been cause for 
debate on both student and 
state government floors. 

That debate came to a 
squeaking halt on April 12, 
when the Legislature voted 25- 
22 to impeach the embattled 
regent. 

In his 2004 campaign race 
for the seventh district’s regent 
seat against incumbent Don 
Blank, Hergert spent more on 
his campaign than initially 
reported, depriving Blank of 
public funds. 

Hergert then paid 
$33,000 in fines, saying the 
misreported funds stemmed 
from an unorganized 
campaign and honest 
mistakes. 

He was eventually asked 
by the Legislature to resign for 
the violations. 

Hergert refused, 
maintaining that the campaign 
violations were unintentional. 

In fall 2005, University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln student 
government overwhelmingly 
approved a resolution asking 
for the embattled regent to 
resign. 

A rogue student group, 
Huskers Against He rgert, was 
later created at UNL. Students 
of the group spoke out against 


12 retrospect spring 2006 


Hergert during the 
public forum of at 
least three regents’ 
meetings. 

“You have given 
the state of Nebraska, 
the university system 
and my diploma a 
black eye,” said UNL 
senior Jeff Armour 
during a November 
Board of Regents 
meeting. 

In September 
2005, UNO’s own 
student government 
decided not to pass a 
resolution regarding 
the regent, with 
then-speaker Steve 
Massarra saying it 
was inappropriate. 

“It is not 
approp riate for 
student government 
[to pass the resolution 
on Hergert] since 
we have no binding 
power. The vote was 
not appropriate,” Massarra 
said. 

Massarra is now serving 
aterm as UNO student 
president/ regent. 

In December, several 
UNO student senators 
attempted to pass a resolution 
Calling for Hergert’s 
resignation. The resolution 


failed by four votes, including 


one abstention. 

UNO Senator James 
Hulstein, who drafted the 
resolution, said he thought 
underlying politics were to 
blame for the failed resolution. 

“| think it would have 
passed if it wasn’t for the 


upcoming housing vote. | 
think that is why it wasn't 
passed. Hergert is in support 
of [expanding housing],” 
Hulstein said. 

We wait to see how the 
state Legislature fares with 
its own resolution rega rding 
Hergert’s impeachment. 

So far, the Hergert has 
tallied up quite the win streak: 
The attorney's general office 
did not file criminal charges 
after an investigation, a grand 
jury set to begin impeachment 
was dismantled and Hergert 
simply said “no” when the 
Legislature asked him to 
resign. 

Now that Hergert has 


been impeached, according to 
state law, he will be suspended 
from office until his case is 
acquitted by the Nebraska 
Supreme Court. 

Massara just hopes that 
the Supreme Court takes care 
of the matter quickly. 

“Obviously I’m 
disappointed that he’s not able 
to serve in his capacity on the 
Board of Regents,” Massara 
said. “It hurts the university — 
when it doesn’t-have the full 
board in service.”

“It’s awesome that UNO 
is making the library bigger

Dotzler said. “The library 
gets passed up sometimes 
because it’s a library, but now 
with this reconstruction it’s 
really going to bring students 
in and help them know that 
the library is always open to 
do your research for classes.” 

Other students feel 
that the university should 
concentrate on other things, 
such as parking. 

“The library construction 
really bites,” said Cathy 
Caballes, a senior art major. “I 
mean it’s nice that the school 
is trying to develop, but how 


about more parking spaces?” 


Alexis Ellis, also a senior, 


agreed, and said that she 
didn't “really think that the 
construction is necessary.” 
But students should 
be happy when the project 
is finished this fall, as all 
the funds to pay for the 
construction are being 
privately raised and are not 
coming from student fees. 
Major donors so far are 
the Dr. C. C. and Mabel L. 
Criss Memorial Foundation, 
the Adah and Leon Millard 
Foundation and Guinter 
Kahn, a 1954 UNO alumnus. 
The new library will 
be renamed Dr. C. C. and 
Mabel L. Criss Library, and 
will be dedicated around 
Homecoming Week next fall.

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“It has the potential 
to be restaurants, bars, 
bookstores—[all] sandwiched

Massara said. “They’re trying 
to land some upscale sorts of 
things. It’s pretty exciting.” 

Partial funding for these 
projects would come from 
many diffe rent sources. The 
UNO Master Plan provides 
not only a goal for the 


| university but also shows 


potential donors how they can 
contribute, according to Don 
Carter, a representative for 
UDA. 

“It might be the 
proscenium theatre, it might 
be the parking structure, but 
until they have a road map 
in front of them they don't 
really know where they fit in. 


The other thing it tells them is 
that if they do participate, it’s 
going to be successful because 
there’s a plan, and they’re not 
all alone,” said Carter. 

Students present at the 
meeting were able to voice 
their opinions while Carter 
took notes. 

“| like the idea of having 
some sort of transportation 
system that emphasizes 
walking and public 
transportation,” said David 
Daro, a finance, banking 
and law major. “I can walk 
anywhere on north campus; | 
can walk anywhere on south 
campus. | think you just need 
to get me from north campus 
to south campus and I'll walk 
there. | think that’s one of the 
biggest things for me.”

Single digit tuition increase 
first of many, president says 


ull time students paid 
KF about $100 more in 

tuition this school year 
than last and can expect to see 
tuition dollars increasing. 

But the this year's 5 
percent tuition increase was 
the lowest in more than seven 
years, with the University of 
Nebraska Board of Regents 
encouraging the single-digit 
trend for the future. 

“| think that a reasonable 
tuition increase of 5 percent 
will make prog ress towards 
achieving the goals of 
affordable, high quality 
education for Nebraskans,” . 
said James B. Milliken, NU 
president. 

The previous two school 
years saw wallet-draining 
increases of 15 percent each. 
And since 2002, tuition 
increased a total of 45 percent. 

The Board of Regents 
hope to continue the trend, 
having discussed increases of 
9 or 8 percent for the 2006-07 
school year. 

But that lower tuition 
came at a cost. 

“This year, we did not 
have sufficient funding to 
do some of the things that 
the board has indicated is 
important,” Milliken said, 
‘Citing faculty salaries as an 
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example. 

“ There were some tough 
decisions,” he said. 

Despite budget pressures, 
Milliken expects next year’s 
tuition increase to stay in the 
single digits. 

“It is certainly my goal to 
do that. It’s my goal to ensure 
the University of Nebraska is 
affordable for Nebraskans,” he 
said. 

Many students 
interviewd at the beginning 
of the school year said they 
barely noticed the diffe rence. 
But.it may be more noticeable 
once this year’s graduating 
seniors start getting those 
student loan bills. 

“| didn't notice the 
difference. | have to pay it no 
matter what,” Craig Adle r, a 
senior, said earlier this school 
year. 

Junior Chris Miles 
agreed, but questioned why 
the university raises tuition 
while enrollment continues to 
increase. 

“| probably won't see 
[the increase] until | have to 
pay back my student loans. 
To tell you the truth, it’s so 
packed, why do they need 
to raise tuition so much with 
enrollment up? That's my 
theory on it, | guess."

uided by common 
(S interests and 

shared resources, 
the College of Fine Arts 
merged with the School of 
Communication last summer. 
After a year together, the 
new college is proud of its 
inaugural year. 

“We are moving 
together, moving forward,” 
said Robert Welk, interim 
dean of the new College of. 
Communication, Fine Arts 
and Media. “Th roughout 
this year, we have had many 
positive discussions. | don’t 
think there is anything that 
has happened that has not 
been positive.” 

The college brings 
together students from 
music, theatre, art and art 
history, communication and 
writer’s workshop as well as

communication sequence. 
The college also sponsors 
KYNE television and KNVO 
radio. 

“The idea with the 
college was that there were 
a lot of collaborations with 
the units across the college,” 
said Deborah Smith-Howell, 
assistant vice chancellor of 
academic and student affairs. 
“There were lots of good 
reasons.” 

The merger became 
official on July 1, 2005—the 
start of the fiscal year—but 
had been in the works since 
the spring of 2003, according 
to Smith-Howell. 

“It has grown 
pretty quickly the last 
couple years,” said Jeremy 
Lipschultz, director of the 
school of communication. “It 
took a lot of time and energy 
to develop the new college.” 

This 
summer will 
welcome more 
changes to the 
college, as Gail 
Baker takes over 
as the new dean. 

Overall, 
the response to the 
merger has been 
quite supportive. 

“Since 
we have been 
in the college, 
it has worked 
a lot better,” 
Lipschultz said. 
“It allows us to 
identify students. 
It gives them a lot 
of options. The 
student response 
has been quite 
good.”

tudent Government 

focused its attention 

on increasing 
communication and visibility 
this year through several 
events. 

“We are at an exciting 
time,” said President/Regent 
Steve Massara. 

Since taking office 
in January, Massara has 
developed a strategic plan 
for Student Government 
that focuses on operational 
development, student 
engagement, campus 
evolvement, progress 
and timeliness, according 
to a draft. Massara also 
encouraged student senators 
to sign a Code of Constituent 
Accountability, committing 
senators to meet with students 
and keep regular office hours. 

“One of the things we did 
was that we came together 
collectively,” said former 
President/Regent Elizabeth 
Kraemer. 

This October’s elections 
were perhaps indicative of the 
homogeneousness in Student 
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Government. 

Massara and running 
mate VaShawn Smith 
carried 76.11 percent votes 
cast, defeating opposition 
candidates Jesse Collins and 
Andrew Malek. Voter turnout 
was more than 200 votes fewer 
than last year’s meager 1,152- 
student voter turnout. 

“The elections were pretty 
much a landslide,” Kraemer 
said. “I think they went well. 

Only one grievance was 
filed in the election, according 
to Student Government 
records. The grievance was 
filed against Aaron Gilliland, 
now the Speaker of the 
Student Senate, for mentioning 
his Bear Party in an interview 
with the Gateway prior to the 
party's formal formation. 

“Concerning the 
grievance filed against ... the 
Bear Party... student election — 
commission has determined // 
that although the grievance 
has merit, the situation did not 
merit a sanction or a hearing,” 
a letter from the Election 
Commission read.

The person who filed the 
grievance, Sheena Kennedy, 
now a senator for the College 
of Arts and Science, declined 
comment on the incident, 
saying she “would not want to 
stir up any bad feelings” over 
the incident. 

The lack of grievances 
was in stark contrast to 
last. year’s election, where 
members of the Pi Kappa 
Alpha fraternity were found 
to be “stuffing the ballot 
box,” and the Student Court 
overturned results of the 
popular election. 

“The great thing about 
student government is that 
it is student-run and itis a 
learning process,” Kraemer 
said. 

Given the low voter 
turnout the last election, 
however, student leaders have 
come to realize the importance 
of increasing their visibility on 
campus. 

“| think we have been 
successful,” Massara said. 

Senators organized a 
Student Government Week 


in March, collecting surveys 
and conducting a raffle for 

the Hurricane Katrina relief 
fund UNO-to-UNO. Student 
Government also conducted a 
public forum on the possibi lity 
of a smoking ban. 

“Visibility is the main 
thing,” Gilliland said. “We do 
have a good feeling for what 
the students want.” 

Student Government's 
Rules Committee has also 
been working on revisio ns to 
its by-laws and constitution, 
Gilliland said. He hopes to 
put those to a campus-wide 
referendum in next October’s 
student election. 

Massara also recently 
started a weekly newsletter to 
students on the University’s 
Web site, unomaha.edu, called 
the Massara Report.He is 
considering the further step of 
sending emails to the student 
body regularly to increase 
visibility. 

“| think it is the best 
way to communicate with 
students,” Massara said.

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everal months after 
q Hurricane Katrina hit the 

Gulf Coast, displacing 
hundreds of thousands of 
people and causing billions of 
dollars in damage, efforts are 
still being taken to rebuild the 
areas hit hardest. 

And lately a lot of the 
helping hands have come from 
college students willing to help. 

Over 2,000 college students 
so far have taken part of 
relief efforts through Campus 
Crusade for Christ, according to 
their Nebraska Reliefs Web site, 
nebraskarelief.com. This figure 
does not include numerous 
other organizations that have 
sent thousands more to help 
throughout the nation. 

The trips made to the Gulf 
Coast region definitely did not 
exclude University of Nebraska 
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at Omaha students. 

During the fall and spring 
breaks, approximately 100 UNO 
students drove 20 hours to 
Slidell to take time to help those 
affected by the disaster. 

Ami Jo Kaminski was one 
of those students. She stayed in 
Slidell and worked a majority 
of her eight-day spring-break 
trip in New Orleans gutting 
houses—the process of ripping 
out the drywall and carpet 
inside the house. 

“| wanted to do something 
useful for my spring break,” 
Kaminski said. “! wanted to feel 
like | made a diffe rence and not 
just wasted away my time.” 

The administration didn't 
waste any time as well, when 
they immediately recognized 
the need for assistance after 
Katrina struck.

Faculty Senate to stamp 
out smoking on campus, 
Student Government has 
pushed a campaign, including 
an open forum touted as one 
of the main events of the year, 
calling for a compromised 
smoking ban. 

“It is not a total ban—t 
is a compromise,” said 
President/Regent Steve 
Massara, the proposal’s 
chief proponent. “W eneed - 
to condense those areas that 
could be enforced.” 

Massara’s proposal 
focuses on establishing four 
to six designated areas, away 
from the main walkways of 
Campus, where smokers on 
campus will continue to be 
allowed to smoke. Another 


| n response to last 
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Campus smoking ban proposed 


part of the plan is to introduce 
fines similar to those for 
parking, with funding coming 
from a grant to hire student 
workers to enforce the ban. 
The proposal faces an 
uphill battle, though, with 


the feasibility and sensibility 


of such a partial ban still 
debated among students and 
administrators alike. 

“Tam in the battle for the 
long term,” Massara said. “It 
is not strictly a health concern. 
We are spending money on 
smokers.” 

Even so, it is unlikely 
that smoking will ever be 
completely eliminated from 
UNO. 

“It is acollege campus— 
you have the right to smoke,” 
Massara said.

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as Student Government, Student 
Programming Organization and 
the sororities and fraternities 
have taken the opportunity to 
use their events as fundraisers 
for the UNO-to-UNO Hurricane 
Relief Project, since they have 
found that the cause is essential. 

“Continuing work is so 
important because there is still 
so much to do,” said Libby 
Gates, a psychology student 
who is also a veteran volunteer 
in Slidell and New Orleans.: 
“The people haven't lost hope 
yet.” 

Gates also added that 
she felt the national media has 
falsely portrayed how the city 
of New Orleans really appears 
and that it may be hurting relief 
efforts by portraying the city 
as “fine and one big party on 
Bourbon Street.”

Neither she or Kaminski 
can blame them. 

“Everyone should go down 
there and see what it’s like,” 
Kaminksi said. “You realize how 
much you take for granted.” 

“It's heartbreaking and sad, 
but it’s an experience | would . 
never change,” Kaminksi said.

epidemic-like stomach flu 
in Omaha and the threat of 
avian-flu on the horizon, UNO 
students were thankfully able 
to maintain their health. 

The UNO Student 
Health Services, located in 
the Milo Bail Student Center, 
was involved in nume rous 
educational programs on 
campus this last yea, injected 
with a new purpose due to 
Campus housing. 


“| think that the residence 


halls brought a new energy to 
the whole campus, and | think 
that it brought a new energy 
to us because theyreally give 
us a focus and a mission for 
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our work,” said Marcia Adler, 
coordinator for UNO Student 
Health Services. ‘We do lots 
of outreach programs for the 
university and the residence 
halls specifically.” 

With an eye on the 
future, the UNO Student 
Health Services is cooperating 
with city and hospital o fficials 
in preparation for emergencies, 
such as a possible avian-flu 
outbreak. 

“UNO is part of 
the community response 
team. If they needed mass 
immunizations, we would 
do that. Also, we have large 
buildings with showers.” Adler 
said. “If an event like that 
happened, there wouldn't be 
enough bed space for all the

people at the hospital. 
We're part of that 
community planning.”

2005 season riding 

three consecutive 
NCAA Division || Final Four 
appearances, but had yet to 
become National Champions. 
They ended the season as the 
fourth team in history to make 
four consecutive Final Four 
appearances and as National 
Champions. 

The season started off 
with a 2-3 loss to Central 
Oklahoma, but it was one of 
only two losses during the year. 
The Mavericks took the loss 
in stride, and won 13 straight 
before the next “L” appeared 
on their record. 

Under the guidance of 
National Coach of the Year Don 
Klosterman, and the leadership 
of All-American Beth McGill, 
the Mavericks started the 
winning streak on Aug. 27. 

The streak finally came to 
an end at the hands of North 
Dakota. The Fighting Sioux 
handed the Mavericks their 
only home loss of the season 1- 
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Oon Oct. 28. 

The Mavericks won 
their final two regular season 
games earning them home 
field advantage through the 
first three rounds of the NCAA 
Tournament. 

In the first round of 
the tournament, UNO took 
on the Sioux for the third 
time in the season with a 1-1 
record between the teams. 
The Mavericks avenged their 
home shutout by dominating 
North Dakota in a 5-0 
whipping. Freshman Amanda 
lwansky scored a hat trick 
and sophomore Brandie Beale 
assisted her on all three goals 
against the Sioux. 

Round two saw a 
showdown of the Mavericks 
with UNO hosting Minnesota 
State-Mankato. McGill scored 
two goals to lead UNO in 
a 4-0 beating of the purple 
Mavericks.

UNO tied 
shortly after, on a goal from 
approximately 30 yards out 
by Amber Richardson. Both 
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teams played amazing defense 
and at the end of 90 minutes | 
of regulation play the game 
remained tied up 1-1. The 
teams went into sudden death

It took Beale exactly3:03 
to win the national title. Beale — 
launched a shot over the SPU 
goalkeeper’s head and into 
the back of the net to hand the 
Falcons their first loss of the — 
season and take the Mavericks.

Coming off 
two consecutive NCAA 
ll! championships, the 
Mavericks were wire-to- 
wire favorites to capture a 
third straight. They did not 
disappoint, winning the 
season-ending tournament 
with the highest point total 
ever by a Mavericks squad. 
The team won every 
dual meet and tournament 
they entered. 
Freshman 125-pounder 
Cody Garcia picked up the 
torch from Les Sigman, 
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Maverick wrestlers take 
third consecutive national title 


capturing the NCAA crown 
in just his first full year of 
competition. Garcia’s 39-4 
record with a team-high 
20 pins may have signaled 
the dawn of a new era in 
Mavericks wrestling. 

Shane Unger, a 149 
pound sophomore, spent 
the first half of the season 
rehabilitating a knee injury 
but came back strong to earn 
second place in the NCAAs. 

Junior Patrick Allibone 
came up short of repeating 
his 2005 NCAA II title, but 
fought his 
way back 
through the 
consolation .

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tournament. 

True freshman Ross 
Taplin may have been the 
biggest surprise, taking 
over the 165-pound slot and 
battling through a team- 
high 52 matches to finish 
38-14 on the year. 

Junior J.D. Naig 

bumped up a weight 

class to 174 pounds, but 
again proved a force to be 
reckoned with, capturing his 
second consecutive NCAA 
title. 

Junior Nate Oviatt 
battled bravely all season 
at 184 pounds, placing 
fourth or higher in three 
tournaments including the 
regional championships. 

The story of the year, 
however, was Sigman. 
The senior heavyweight 


weathered lofty expectations 
and a storm of late-season 
publicity, including a write- 
up in Sports Illustrated, 

to place a permanent 
exclamation point on a hall 
of fame careg. 

Sigman, who was 
named the meet’s most 
outstanding wrestle r, 
became only the fourth 
wrestler in NCAA II history 
to win four individual 
championships and did 
so without surrendering a 
single offensive point in four 
national tournaments. 

His final win capped a 
73-match unbeaten streak, 
dating back to the 2004-05 
season, in which his only 
losses came to Division | 
opponents. 
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Cinderella Men: 


Hockey makes first NCAA playoff appearance — 


he 2005-2006 UNO 
y * hockey team made it 
further in the playoffs 
than any other team in the 
program’s nine-year history: 
The Mavericks reached the 
NCAA playoffs. 

UNO started off the 
season defeating Army and 
New Hampshire to win 
the Maverick Stampede at 
the Qwest Center, but then 
dropped four straight games 
to Miami (Ohio) and Bowling 
Green. 

The Mavericks then 
recovered and stunned 
Michigan State, sweeping 
the Spartans on their home 
ice in East Lansing for the 
first time in program history. 
But the team’s yo-yo of a 
season continued when they 
returned home. 

The Mavericks turned 
the season around with the 
turning of the year. Starting 
on Jan. 21 with a win over 
the Spartans at the Qwest, 
the Mavericks went on a 
10-game unbeaten streak to 
charge down the season’s 
homestretch and climb up the 
rankings. The streak was the 
longest active streak in the 
country, until UNO traveled 
to Western Michigan for the 
final series of regular season 


play. 

The Mavericks tied in 
the first game of the series, 
but lost to the lowest ranked 
team in the Central Collegiate 
Hockey Association in the 
final game of the season. 

In round one of the 
CCHA playoffs the Mavs 
bounced back and swept 
Bowling Green at the Qwest 
with a pair of 4-2 victories. In 
the second round of playoffs, 
UNO traveled to take on 
Northern Michigan, a team 
the Mavericks swept on their 


home ice earlier in the season. 


Northern avenged the earlier

Truman 
State ended UNO’s streak when it 
squeezed out a 145-139 win over the 
Mavericks. 

UNO rallied to win five of 
it's last six duals, including a win 
over Division | opponent Northern 
lowa. The Mavs' only loss late in the 
season was a close 134.5-157.5 dual 
- against DI opponent lowa State. 

At the NCC championships, 
UNO placed second behind North 
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Dakota. Senior Ashley Renshaw was 
named co-outstanding swimmer of 
the meet, and Lindsey Kline was 
named NCC Freshman of the Year. 

Twelve Mavericks qualified to 
compete in the NCAA Division II 
Championship meet in Indianapolis. 
Nine swimmers qualified for the 
event, along with all three divers. 

In the first day of competition 
the Mavericks had three swimmers 
and a relay finish in the top 15 to 
put the team in the No. 12 spot. The 
200-yard freestyle relay team and 
Jessica Hessel both finished in the 
top 10, along with a top 15 finish 
from Ashley Renshaw on day two 
of the event. UNO still sat in the 
No. 12 spot going into day three of 
the meet. Five top 10 finishes on the 
third day of competition launched 
the Mavericks up to the No. 7 spot. 
On the final day of competition, 
UNO used another four top 15 
finishes to claw up to No. 6 in the 
final standings.

forward for the Mavericks. Just four 
days after UNO’s season ended, Thomas 
was a reserve forward for the NHL's 
Phoenix Coyotes. 

Thomas last game as a Maverick 
was March 24 in UNO’s first ever NCAA 
playoff contest against Boston University 
in Worcesta, Mass. Thomas scored 
one of only two Mavericks goals in the 
disappointing end to the season. 

On Monday, April 27 the Coyotes 
announced that Thomas had been 
signed to an entry level contract with the 
organization and on Tuesday, April 28, 
Thomas took to the ice in a Phoenix jersey 
without even getting a chance to practice 
with the team. 

“It was a tough decision to leave 
school,” Thomas said in a statement on 
the Coyotes’ Web site after foregoing his 
final two years of college eligibility. “I! will 
be forever grateful to the school and my 
coaches there.” 

In Thomas’s career as a Maverick, he 
accumulated 45 goals and 49 assists in the 
course of 79 games. This season Thomas 
was the No. 1 goal scorer in the Central 
Collegiate Hockey Association and was 
ranked No. 4 in the league for total points.

Seniors Christie 
Johnson, Ashley Freeman, 
Briana Ritter, Chelsea 
Miller and Heather 
Hainline led the Mavericks 
to the best finish since 
the 1996 national 
championship team, before 
losing to rival University of 
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Minnesota-Duluth in 
the semi-finals of the 
Regional tournament. 
Senior setter 
Johnson accumulated 
3,019career assists, 
which placed her 
sixth overall in the 
UNO career charts. 
Johnson was 
named to the All- 
NCC first team for 
the second-straight 
season. Outside hitter 
Freeman led the 
Mavericks in kills. She 
smashed 349 kills in 
the 2005 season and 
averaged 3.60 kills per 
game.

Football team earns 


he UNO football 
T team kept the season 
interesting in 2005. 
Early season success saw 
school recads drop in 
bunches, while a mid-season 
slump made for a furious 
playoff run. 

When it was all over, 
the Mavericks gutted out a 
share of the North Central 
Conference title and a trip 
to the NCAA Division II 
playoffs. 

In the season-opener on 
the road against Nebraska- 
Kearney, UNO rolled to a 41- 
17 win. 

The Mavs used a late 
fourth quarter interception 
by freshman cornerback Reed 
Taylor to hold off Northwest 
Missouri State, 28-23. 

UNO mustered more late 
game heroics at Al F. Caniglia 
Field, downing Central 
Washington 28-21 to win their 
third game of the season. 

A fourth quarter full of 
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bid defensive plays 
and lead changes 
culminated with a Reed 
Taylor interception, 
setting up a final Mav 
possession. Senior 
wide receiver Austin 
Parks made the most 
of it, hauling in a Brian 
Masek pass in the 
corner of the end zone 
with 6.7 seconds left 
to maintain UNO’s 
undefeated record. 

Masek overtook 
Randy Naran as the all- 
time leader in passing 
yardage with the 
victory. 

The Mavs brought 
confidence and a No. 4 
ranking into their match-up 
with South Dakota, but hit 
their first roadblock of the 
season, falling 59-14 to the 


high-powered Coyote offense. 


Despite another 100-plus 
yard game for Jamar Day, 
UNO had no response for 
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quarterback Wes Beschorner’s 
479 passing yards and lost to 
USD for the first time since 
1995. 

Oklahoma Panhandle 
State had the misfortune of 
being the Mavericks’ first 
opponent after their humbling 
loss, and ended up on the 
receiving end of UNO’s 71-0 
beating. 

Homecoming at Caniglia 
Field provided the perfect 
opportunity for UNO to 
launch their second half 
charge to the D-II playoffs. 
They took full advantage of it, 
toppling Augustana 50-24. 

The Mavs pushed past St. 
Cloud State 38-21 and made 
Head Coach Pat Behrns the 
winningest coach in school 
history. 

On the road against the 
top-ranked Fighting Sioux, the 
Mavericks summoned their 
fourth-quarter magic, turning 


NCC title, playoff berth 
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three late turnovers into three 
unanswered touchdowns and 
surmounting a 19-point deficit 
to upset UND and keep their 

postseason dreams alive. 

In its final regular season 
game, UNO didn't take any 
chances against Minnesota 
State-Mankato, running up 
a 21-0 halftime lead and 
maintaining a balanced 
offensive attack to win 42-14 
and earn a share of the NCC 
crown. 

All good things must 
come to an end, though, and 
for the Mavericks the end 
came at the hands of Saginaw 
Valley State, who weathered 
UNO’s final attempt at a 
miracle comeback to hang on 
to a 24-21 victory in the first 
round of the playoffs. The 
Mavs finished 8-3, and closed 
the book on a wild and gritty

he UNO baseball team 
T was on a 14-game win 

streak for an overall 
recad of 29-7 with 21 games 
left to play at press time. 

The Mavericks started 
off the season 3-1 in a four- 
game series against Regis, 
and showed just how 
powerful their offense could 
be with a 17-7 win in the 
third game of the season. 

UNO then traveled to 
Las Vegas for the UNLV/ 
Central Missouri State 
Tournament. UNO went 2-1 ; 
against three top 15 teams, 
including a 12-10 victory 
over then No. 1 CMSU. 

The Mavericks went 3- 

1 against Missouri Western 
in a four-game home-and- 
home series, before starting 
a six-game winning streak 
against Nebraska-Kearney, 
Southwest Minnesota State 
and Northwest Missouri 
State. 
The streak came to an 
end as UNO hit a bump in 
the season and lost four of 
the next six games. 

UNO recovered with a 
3-2 win against Pittsburgh 
State on March 24, and went 
on a 14-game winning streak, 
12 of which were on the road. 

During the streak, Head 
Coach Bob Herold reached 
the 200-win milestone in his 
caree@ in a 5-0 win over St. 
Cloud State on April 9. 

The streak couldn’t have 
started at a better time, and 
UNO has ridden it to a 4-0 
North Central Conference 
record. UNO is guaranteed 
to finish the season with 
a winning record, and has 
scored 10 or more runs in 10 
games so far this season.

Maxillofacial Surgery Unit 
of St. Bartholomew's and 
Royal London Hospital and 
examine what the patients 
go through. 

Gilbert partnered with 
Hutchison to illustrate the 
patients during the many

stages of their treatment and 
transformation. Gilbert's 


paintings depict the physical; « 


and emotional aspects of 
patients who underwent 
head and neck surgery 
subsequent to trauma, 
disfiguring forms of cancer 
or other problems. 
Hutchison spoke during 
the show’s opening of his 
goals for the exhibition. He 


chose painted portraits rather 


than photography, as the 
artist's brush could capture 
the emotional transformation 
of the person during the 
project, as well as show 
their physical imperfections. 
He expressed his desire for 
the paintings to inform the 
public of what modern facial 
surgery could accomplish, 
while maintaining what it 
could not do.

“You can never make 
them absolutely, totally | 
normal,” he says. “The 
patient may not even notice 
the imperfections, but the 
surgeon always does.” 

The portrait series 
captures the patients’ 
changing emotions, 
character and confidence. 
They mark their faces as 
they progress through their 
surgical and emotional 
journey. The results are not 
simply medical illustrations, 
but ones of feeling. With 
its artistic combination of 
science, hope and healing, 
the exhibit provided a 
moving and powerful 
experience to all who 
encountered it.

Omaha tis at top of 


hen Richard Florida 

visited Omaha 

back in February, 
even stopping to make a 
speech in front of members of 
the UNO student, faculty and 
administrative bodies, he put 
into words what many who 
surround themselves with 
college culture already know: 

“The Omaha music scene 
is the envy of many youngsters 
around the country and the 
world...” 

Saying that a lot has 
happened in the world of local 
music since UNO last let out 
for summer vacation would be 
an understatement. 

Last year, many Omaha- 
based and Omaha-born artists 
were scraping for that first big 
break, putting together a new 
album, or starting on their first 
round of concerts outside of the 
city limits. But now many of 
them are stepping forward and 
putting Omaha on the map. 

At the forefront of the 
Omaha music scene, Saddle 
Creek Recads celebrated 
its 10th anniversary, even 
releasing a celebratory DVD 
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titled Spend an Evening 
with Saddle Creek. The 
Omaha-based label also 
released several albums 
from their artists, including 
new material from Maria 
Taylor, Orenda Fink and 
Omaha-born rockers 
Criteria. 

The Omaha label 
continued the trend. 
Criteria was featured 
on Fuse TV’s “Oven 
Fresh’ video contest, 
the label itself was 
nominated for “Record 
Label of the Year’ and 
founding member 
Conor Oberst’s 
band, Bright Eyes, 
won “Artist of the Y ear’ and 
“Song of the Year’ at the 
2006 PLUG awards. Bright 
Eyes also garnered a “Special 
Recognition” Awa rd at the 
17th Annual GLAAD Media 
Awar ds in 2006. 

In the first half of 2006, 
Saddle Creek continued its 
trendsetting by releasing an 
album from new-signee Two 

Gallants, who performed 
with Criteria at the March 2006

South by Southwest Music 
Festival in Austin, Texas. Also 
at the festival were Omaha 
bands Tilly and the Wall and 
Charlemagne. 

Omaha bands also got 
to open for the big bands this 
past year. Omaha’s own Sarah 
Benck and her group, Sarah 
Benck and the Robbers, won 
acontest, sponsged by local 
radio station Q 98.5, to open 
for Bon Jovi. Eyes Catch Fire, 
another band of 
Metro residents, 
won a contest 
sponsored by 
Myspace.com 
to open up the 
multi-band “Taste 
of Chaos Tour,” 
which recently 
made a stop in 
Lincoln. 

It was 
Emphatic, though, 
that won the 
annual “River 
Concert Series,” 
sponsored by 
lowa Western 


Community College’s radio 
station, 89.7 The River, gaining 
the most by opening for 311, 
another band with its r oots 
here in Omaha. Emphatic, 
opened for several big name 
bands, including former 
Omahans 311, last summer. 
In 2005, they signed a major 
contract with Universal 
Records that fall. Good things 
always come in threes, and 
following Emphatic’s lead, 
Venaculas and Cellador each 
signed deals with mid-level 
record companies. 

“You can do more than be 
a spectator,” Florida said when 
he visited UNO. “You can be 
part of the scene.” 

If this past year has been 
any indication, this summer 
might be a great time to start 
taking Florida’s advice to heart. 
Omaha is obviously nowhere 
near hitting its stride and: now 
is the perfect chance to get 
involved in the music scene 
that was the talk of last year.

You've been pwndd: 
The year in gaming at UNO 


ideo gaming is a 
V constantly growing, 
industry, and every 
year new systems are pumped 
out to compete for your 
gaming dollar. This year was 
no different, and three made 
a major impact: the Nintendo 
DS, the Sony PSP and 
Microsoft's X-Box 360. 

Launching last November, 
Nintendo's DS, aimed high, 
like most of Nintendo’s 
products. Boasting two screens 
(one of them touch sensitive) 
and built-in connectivity 
to allow global wireless 
multiplayer complete with 
voice chat, the DS was met at 
its inception with skepticism. 
But that was soon replaced by 
booming sales and glowing 
reviews as the new platform 
and innovative control options 
helped developers pump out 
five-star titles like Castlevania: 
Dawn of Sorrow and Mario Kart 
DS. The unusual handheld 
scored biggest with its puppy 
simulator, Nintendogs. 

While Nintendo spent the 
year exploring new frontiers, 
Microsoft and Sony focused 
on winning the war. Last 
November, Microsoft released 
its new gaming juggernaut, 
the X-Box 360. The follow-up 
_ to the somewhat successful 
X-Box, the new 360 features 
a built-in hard drive, wireless 
controllers and customizable 


faceplates. Microsoft is also 
looking to expand its X-Box 
Live online service with the 
new system. Thus far, the 
games released for the 360 
haven't exactly blown anyone 
away, but a new wave of titles 
led by the likes of Ghost Recon 
Advanced Warfighter may turn 
that around as we begin to get 
a look at what Microsoft’s new 
baby is really capable of. 

While the PS3 is still 
deep in development, Sony 
did release something new 
last year with March's PSP. 
The PlayStation Portable 
offers graphics almost on par 
with the PS2 and allows you 
to enjoy your favorite music 
and movies when you're not 
gaming. So far, the system 
has been held down by the 
combination of a steep price, 

a dismal battery life, long load 
times and a stream of only- 
decent rehashes of PS2 games, 
with very few original titles , 
able to make any waves. Sony 
appears to have over-estimated 
both its market and its drawing 
power, and will need to make 
corrections to keep portable 
gaming a viable option. 

That brings us up to date 
on the current gaming choices, 
but that won’t be all for long. 
As previously mentioned, 
Sony’s next brainstorm is in 
the pipeline, and Nintendo’s 
cooking something up, too. 
Currently code- 
named Revolution, 
the new Nintendo has 
plenty of features to 
differentiate it from 
the rest, too. If you 
thought this year was 
good, just wait. It gets 
better.

wo of the biggest 

movies of this last 

year were, arguably, 
Crash and Brokeback Mountain. 
Together winners of a mind- 
blowing 91 awards and 
nominated for a staggering 
84 more, the two were wholly 
different, but compelling 
enough to dominate this year’s 
cinematic landscape. 

Crash told the story of an 
ensemble cast of characters 
going crazy in the City of 
Angels. Ensemble casts are 
always fun, as they ensure that 
there’s going to be a lot of stuff 
going on and you'll enjoy it at 
least most of the time. It could 
be argued that they diminish 
the ability of any one actor to 
make a really big impact, but 
you naturally trade one for 
the other. 

Crash’s diverse cast filled 
out a spider-web network 
of intersecting destinies. It 
was a heart-heavy journey, 
teaching us that, though we 
each have our own problems 
and though we are sometimes 
real jerks, lurking underneath 
each of our scary veneers 
is a real, vulnerable person. 
We, as moviegoers, like to be 
reminded occasionally that it’s 
okay and we're all good. Crash 
also taught that, sometimes, 
and in limited doses, Sandra 
Bullock and Matt Dillon are 
okay and Don Cheadle can be 
more than just a pitchman for 
the NFL playoffs. 


Brokeback Mountain was an 
entirely different beast. It was 
a slow, thoughtful look at the 
enduring, secretive relationship 
between two cowboys in the 
1960's. Heath Ledger and 
Jake Gyllenhaal challenged 
perceptions, and perhaps even 
themselves, with their roles in 
this unconventional drama. 
The movie was propelled to 
the next level by the direction 
of Ang Lee, who directed 
1995's Sense and Sensibility 
but rocketed to stardom with 
2000's Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon. He also directed 2003’s 
The Hulk, a movie critics and 
viewers alike are generally split 
on. Lee’s immaculate attention 
to detail brought an engrossing 
level of reality to Brokeback 
Mountain's sleepy Wyoming 
sheep farm. 

The two films challenged 
viewers to re-examine some 
aspects of society. Crash held 
a mirror up to racism in our 
modern world. Brokeback did 
the same for homosexuality. 
The movies dominated the 
minds of critics all year. As 
awards time approached, it 
became a two-way battle for 
Golden Globes and Oscars. 
Where Brokeback Mountain 
dominated the Globes, Crash 
took home the top prize at 
the Oscars. It may never be 
decided which one is truly the 
best. Then again, that’s what 
makes film so great.
